We,  the  students  of  Hilltop  High  School,  in  order  to  stimulate  and  develop  a  healthy 
student  government,  to  encourage  and  maintain  participation  in  school  activities,  to 
promote  personal  initiative  in  school  projects,  to  foster  a  spirit  <rf  co-operation  be¬ 
tween  the  faculty  and  student  body,  and  to  recommend  ways  and  means  by  which 
our  school  may  be  improved,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Student  Body  of  Hilltop  High  School. 

Artirl^l  Nmnie  mtJi  ^mtra  nf 

Section  I  Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  Associated  Student  Body  of  Hilltop  High 
School. 

Section  2  Source  of  Power 

All  student  powers  set  forth  in  this  constitution  are  delegated  by  the  Principal  and 
may  be  revoked  at  any  time,  as  he  is  responsible  to  the  state  and  county  officials  for 
the  welfare  of  the  school  and  all  persons  with  whom  it  is  concerned. 

Artirbll 

Section  1  Student  Members 

All  students  regularly  enrolled  in  Hilltop  High  School  shall  be  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Student  Body. 

Section  2  Active  Members 

Active  membership  shall  be  open  to  those  students  who  have  purchased  an  ASB 
activity  card,  the  price  of  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  Senate.  Duplicate  cards 
shall  cost  one  dollar. 

Section  3  Honorary  Members 

Honorary  membership  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the  faculty  and  any  persons  so 
designate  by  the  Senate.  The  status  shall  be  that  of  non-voting  members. 

ArtirbUI  (©fftrerja 

Section  1  Elected  Officers 

The  elected  officers  of  the  ASB  shall  be  President,  V'ice  President,  Secretary,  and 
Senators. 

QUALIFICATIONS: 

The  President  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class.  He  shall  have  and  maintain 
at  least  three  (3)  “A”  or  “B”  grades  in  Scholarship  and  have  no  grades  less  than 
“C”  in  Citizenship  or  Scholarship.  He  shall  be  a  paid  member  of  the  ASB. 

The  Vice  President  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senior  or  Junior  Class.  He  shall  have 
the  same  grade  qualifications  as  the  President,  and  shall  be  a  paid  member  of  the 
ASB. 

The  Secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senior  or  Junior  Class.  He  shall  have 
and  maintain  at  least  two  (2)  “A”  or  “B”  grades  in  Scholarship  and  have  no  grades 
less  than  “C”  in  Citizenship  or  Scholarship.  He  shall  be  a  paid  member  of  the  ASB, 
and  shall  have  had  one  year  of  typing. 

The  .Senators  shall  have  the  same  grade  qualifications  as  the  Secretary  and  shall  be 
members  of  their  respective  classes. 

DUTIES: 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Senate  and  Student  Body.  He 
^  shall  generally  represent  the  students  of  Hilltop  High  fkrhool.  He  shall  be  an  ex  offi¬ 
cio  member  of  all  ASB  committees,  and  see  that  the  student  government  is  in  proper 
working  order  at  all  times. 

The  Vice  President  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Senate  and  Student  Body.  IJc 
will  represent  the  Pre.sident  in  case  of  absence,  and  serve  as  Parliamentarian  for  all 
'  Senate  meetings.  He  shall  act  as  liaison  between  President  and  the  Board  of  Regents. 
The  Secretary'  shall  take  accurate  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Senate.  He  will  be 
responsible  for  all  correspondence  of  the  ASB. 

The  Senators  shall  be  active  representatives  of  their  respective  classes.  They  shall 
know  the  general  attitude  of  their  classes  and  report  it  to  the  Seixale.  They  shall  at¬ 
tend  all  ASB  meeting.s. 

Section  2  Appointed  Officers 

The  appointed  officers  of  the  ASB  shall  be  the  Regents  and  their  Assistants.  They 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  .Senate,  upon  petition. 

QUALIFICATIONS: 

i  Regents  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  as  the  .ASB  .Secretary,  with  the  exception 
of  typing. 

DUTIES: 

Ihe  Regent  of  Student  Activities  i.s  responsible  for  the  planning,  arranging,  and 
supervision  of  all  ASB  social  events,  a.sscmblies,  and  publicity  outside  the  school.  He 
is  responsible  for  the  organization  of  an  ASB  calendar,  and  the  collection  of  histori¬ 
cal  records,  and  all  other  ASB  activities  not  officially  delegated  to  other  Regents. 
The  Regent  of  Pep  is  responsible  for  the  pep,  spirit,  and  general  morale  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body.  He  is  responsible  for  all  pep  and  publicity  posters  on  campus,  and  has 
co-ordinating  authority  over  the  song  and  cheer  leaders.  He  is  responsible  for  the 
formation  of  a  pep  club,  and  is  its  presiding  officer.  He  is  responsible  for  the  pep 
division  of  pep  assemblies  and  rallies,  planned  in  co-ordination  with  the  Reger' 
Student  Activities. 

The  Regent  of  Elections  is  in  charge  of  all  ASB  sponsored  elections,  c?' 
election  returns. 

The  Regent  of  Art  is  responsible  for  all  duties  of  the  ASB  ”  ’

The  Regent  of  Finance  shall  be  responsible  for  a)' 
the  ASB.  He  shall  have  had  the  recommend!>'' 
partment  artd  the  ASB  advisor.

The  Regent  of  Service  shall  be  responsible  for  the  organization  of  the  Lance  and 
Pennon.  He  shall  serve  as  its  presiding  officer. 

ASSISTANTS; 

Regents  may  choose  their  respective  assistants  when  needed,  with  the  approval  of 
the  ASB  advisor. 

All  appointed  officers  and  assistants  shall  be  paid  members  of  the  ASB. 

Section  3  Terms  of  Office 

The  Senators’  terms  of  office  shall  be  one  school  semester.  All  other  ASB  officers 
shall  serve  for  one  school  year. 

Section  4  Removals  and  Vacancies 

If  an  ASB  officer  fails  to  maintain  the  eligibility  requirements,  for  office,  he  shall 
resign.  A  detailed  section  on  removals  shall  be  found  in  the  by-laws.  TTic  method 
by  which  vacancies  in  the  Senate  arc  filled  shall  be  defined  in  the  by-laws. 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  President,  the  Vice  President  shall  assume  that 
position.  If  the  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Secretary  or  Regent,  students  shall 
petition  for  the  office,  and  selection  shall  be  made  by  the  Senate.

Section  1  Name  and  session  dates 

The  governing  body  shall  be  called  the  Senate,  and  shall  meet  whenever  deemed 
necessary,  but  at  least  semi-monthly. 

Section  2  Organization 

The  Senate  shall  be  made  up  of  four  (4)  branches.  The  Executive  branch,  the  Leg¬ 
islative  branch,  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  the  Board  of  Ambassadors. 

The  President,  Vice  President  and  Secretary  make  up  the  Exective  branch.  The 
Senators  from  the  respective  classes  make  up  the  Legislative  branch.  TTic  six  Re¬ 
gents  make  up  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  a  group  composed  of  the  respective  class 
presidents,  editors  of  the  school  new'spaper  and  yearbwk,  and  the  President  of  the 
Girls’  League  make  up  the  Board  of  Ambassadors. 

An  advisory  board  shall  be  made  up  of  the  ASB  advisors  and  Principal. 

Section  3  Voting  power 

Voting  power  shall  be  given  to  the  five  (5)  Senators  from  each  of  the  respective 
clawcs,  and  the  Vice  President  and  Secretary.  The  President  may  vote  in  case  of 
a  tie,  or  when  he  has  given  the  chair  to  some  non-voting  power. 

Section  4  Speaking  power  ' 

All  members  of  the  Senate  shall  have  the  power  to  speak  when  recognized  by  the 
chair.  No  persons  outside  of  Senate  membership  shall  have  speaking  power  unless 
specially  recognized  by  the  chair,  or  has  entered  the  business  on  the  agenda  prior  to 
the  Senate  meeting. 

Section  5  Power  to  Veto 

The  President  has  the  pow'er  of  veto  over  any  bill  passed  by  the  Senate.  The  veto 
may  be  over-ridden  by  a  tw'o-thirds  vote  by  the  Senate. 

Section  6  Bills 

Bills  brought  before  the  Senate  shall  be  passed  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  tw’o- 
thirds  of  the  Senate.  They  must  be  approved  by  the  President  before  going  into 
effect. 

Section  7  Pailiamentarian 

The  V'icc  President  shall  act  as  parliamentarian.

The  Regent  of  Elections  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Election  Committee.  He  shall 
choose  the  committee  members,  and  they  shall  be  responsible  for  the  ballots  and 
election  returns.

ASB  sponsored  elections  shall  be  held  for  all  ASB  officers,  Senators  ' 

Cheer  Leaders,  and  Home-coming  Queen  and  any  other  elcctio'- 
the  Senate.

As  the  second  year  of  Hilltop  commenced,  George  IVlross  stepped 
into  the  shoes  of  A.S.B.  President  and  fulfilled  his  many  responsi¬ 
bilities  well.  As  presiding  officer  of  the  student  senate,  George  was 
responsible  for  many  amendments  and  other  improvements.
